A painful surprise to the

who died July 23, 1901, very suddenly 
while Bitting in bis ctaalr, to learn that 
bis accounts at the McNamar Machine 
Works, have recently been Investigat- 
ed, and a shortage of over $3,009 Is 
alleged to have been discovered.

/ Arcanum circles. He was a man of 


learning and refinement, and no man 
In the community held a better reputa- 
tion for honesty and fair dealing than 
"Jim" Gray. Indeed had it been de- 
sired to fill a position demanding just 
such strict Jntegrity, James W. Gray's 
name would have been considered by 
tl ose wishing a man possessing these 
qualifications. He la dead and cann >l 
Ire harmed by the alleged exposure ol 
his betrayal of a trust, while all sym- 
pathize with the widow and innocent 
children who will, have 
to bear the 


contumely attached to the memory or 
a husband and father wfio through no 
fault of theirs, left them such a herit- 
age. 


An Advocate reporter called at the 


McNamar Machine shop this after- 
noon and was told by Mr. Julius Mc- 
Namar, the story of the transactions 
which led to the discovery and final 
exposure of Gray's alleged faithless- 
r.tss. 


Mr. McNamar said:

"J-ast summer I told Gray that I

-'•"'Yes.-'my -enVlrgeographlcal training 
was certainly at fault In view of the 
enormous appropriations made in this 
bill for this 'seaboatd' state of Ohio, il 
I were called upon now to give the 
boundaries of that corntielcl common- 
wealth I would say: 


"The state of Ohio—bounded on the 


cast by the Atlantic ocean, bounded 
on the west by the Pacific ocean, 
bounded on the north by the great 
lakes and bounded on the south by 
the gulf of Mexico—and the chairman 
of the river and harbor committee." 
Explained a Biblical Sentence. 


Further along he showed that some 


time or another he had read at least a 
portion of the Bible by saying. 


"Years and years ago I found in the 


good book a sentence which reads, 
•From him who hath not shall be taken 
even that which he bath.'
